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THE COAL TRADE,

The Wages Hate for Deoomber—The Vete for
Muspenslion— The Mensen—The Complete Ton-
vnge for the Week -Quotntions, Eto.

The committees representing the workingmen and
the operators of the Schuylkill region met last Sa-
turday and fixed the average prioc of coal for the
moenth of December. They found the average to be
$217 per ton, and accordingly ordered wages to be
paid for the month at a reduction of 2% per cent.
from the §2 of the basis,

The commiitee also came 10 an Agreement on the
subject of the amount of decline necessary to make
the 84 per cent, reauction, atout which theére was
80 much diMeunlty in November. They now agree
10 Allow & rise or fall of one per cent, on every three
cents per ton advance or deeline In price. This s a
more falr arrangement either than fAxing the rate at
the nearest twenty-tive, or of not allowing the re-
duction to be made until the lowest limit of the divi-
sion is reached, .

At o meeting of the General Conncll of the W. B,
A. the vote ordering the suspension on the 10th of

January stood 17 to 9. Five delegates from Scnuyl-
kill, three from Northumberland, and one from
Columbia connty voted against the suspension. Lu-
gerne county (the striking region) voted unani-
mously in favorof it, It has agreed that, durin
the proposed suspension, all work of timbering ane
repalring might go on, and all slopes now In the aoct
of pinking, second openings, and rock tunnels
might be driven, provided that no coal ¢atin 80
domg be run through the breaker and shipped to
market,

Now that the coal scason [8 over and the commer-
clal year about to close, a word about the husiness
of the year will not be outof place. Itis preu,[y
generally agreed by all parties engaged [n the busi-
ness that the past seasan has not been satisfactory
for many reasons, although the tonnage figures may
show what appear to he very good results. The
trade of this port with New York has been almost
entirely Interfered with by s higher rate of toll on
our carrying company than the market would bear,
We were formerly the coal port par excellence, and
New York was obliged to draw largely for her saop
plies upon us. During the last scason [t was found
pussible for New York to obtain coal d'rect from her
mines at a cheaper rate than that at which we coald
furnish it, although her mines are twice as far
from here s ours are from us. AfS & consequenca
FPhuadelphla merchants have not been able to do
apnything in New York as they have been accus-
tomed 1o, The higher tolls were put upon the coal
to make sure of the ten per cent. dividend to the
stockholders of the cnrr?nu company which was
guaranteed at the last election ofMcers. The
newspapers generally pralsed the company for rais-
ing the diviaend according to the agreement, not
behlug far sighted enough to see what the eflect
will be,

Such a policy persevered (n will tend to the uiti-
mate abandonment of our port a8 a coal port, and
with the grent conl business goes away nearly all
the other shipping business of the cliy, when the
port to all intents and purposes would be as good as
abandoned, Such a policy tends to the ultimate
working of all the coal fields, including our own near
field of Schuylkill, from the port of New York direot,
which end wi!l be accomplished sooner than 18 ax-
pected i Philadeiphians are not more wide awake,

The present method of managing rallways is by
controlling newspapers and legislatures; and the
newspapers generaily are foolish enoogh not Lo see
that in some instances such control, resnlting in a
strict sllence on disputed points, is directly to their
Injury, though secmingly the reverse. The old con-
servative spirit of the Society of Friends was a very
good thing when this city was in ita infancy and did
things on a small gcale, but naw that the city is
larger and conducts larger bhusiness enterprises, It is
an evil, Where large bnsiness interests are con-

cerned, n go.ahead, pushing, and thoroughly busi-
neas public spirit s necessary.

It was no fault of our ancestora that Philadelpnia
became a coal port in the first place. It be-
came 80 because it bhappened to be near the
mines. Our fathers sat still, saw the business come,
and were satisfled, But if we wish [t retalned, it
will not do for us to act in a like manner, or our
advantages of sltuation will go for nothing on ac-
count of the business enterprise of those who make
their enterprise overcome all disadvantages. Whoen
the trade is gone and the port I8 rained foraver,
there will be n general woe?lng and walling, bat it
will be too lute then to help what a very litile pre-
caution and foresight will now {nreveut.
